Minutes funl Report of the Iniernatiomd Executive Count §1, 
Regttlar Meeting Reginning December 12^ 1919 


All Caiuieil iiieiiibers wre present — Paulsen, Mar- 
eiaiite, CailVey, IMyers, Scholtz, Broach, Carle, Fnelm 
and Cockl}urn. 

The IMiimtes and Eoport of the last Council meetiiifj 
were approved. 

The Auditor's quarterly reports were checked, dis- 
cussed and filed, 

THE 1950 €0\A EiVTlOIN 

Our Law provides that our Conventions shall con- 
vene every two years on the third Monday in Scp- 
tcmhcrj at such place as shall be decided upon by 
previous Convention action,*' 

The 1948 Convention had the two rollowing ]:ivo- 
posals before it: 

''RESOLVED, that after the next Tnterna- 
tional Election our International Conven- 
tions l)c held every four years. 

''RESOLYED, that tliis 194B Convention 
go on record as being in f avor of holding our 
Convention eveiy fourth year, comnicncing 
this year, and that the present International 
Officers remain in office.’" 

Referred to the Council 

The Law Committee "s Report on the above was 
adopted. It read: 

''The Law Conmiittee believes that general 
conditions facing the Brotherhood, and the 
economic condition of the Count ry^ should 
determine whether we provide for two or 
four year Conventions, 

"The Committee, tli ere fore, recommends that 
tlie above proposals lie referred to the Execu- 
tive Council for study and such recommenda- 
tions as the Council may later submit for a 
referendum vote of the memberships " 

The Exeeiitive Council studied tlie entire question. 
We do not believe conditions justify submitting any 
recommendatioiLS to the nieinbei'ship at this time on 
the subject. 

The election of International oflieers Is due this 
year and we believe the 1950 Convention should be 
held as our law now provides. 


Letter from Houstoti 

The following letter was received from our HouS' 
ton, Texas, Local Unions: 

''After exhausting every effort to secure a 
sufficient numljer of hotel rooms and thor- 
ouglily analyzing the last and final proposal 
subniittcd by the Hotel Men's Assoeiation 
and the Chamber of Oomineree, unfortii* 
nately we are eonvincecl Uiat the hotel aceoiii- 
moilations committed lire not sufficient to 
properly and comfortably take care of the 
Delegates to our 1050 LB^E-W. Interna- 
tional C on veil tioin 

"Accordingly, we respectfully request that 
Local Unions GO and 716 be relieved and 
released of the responsibility we accepted 
when the delegates to tJie 1948 I.B.E.W. 
Convention in Atlantic City voted to Iiold 
our li)50 Convention in Houston, Texas, 

"Tt is exceedingly uufortuuatc and the two 
Local Unions regret very nmcli that condi- 
tions make it necessary to request that ar- 
rangements be made to move the Convention 
to another city but we feel that it is better 
to give up the Con vent ion rather tlian take 
any cliancc on being unable to properly and 
comfortably take care of the delegates,*' 

Investigatiou showed that Chicago — because of 
the City's prior convciition eomniiltiieiits — could not 
provide accomiiiodatioiis. Cliicago, Louis and 
other cities are able to handle our Conventions, But 
they must have enough advance notice. 

Changed 1o Miami 

Our Constitution in Article II provides that: 
"See, 2. Slioiild an,y condition arise that 
would prevent a convention being held in 
the city decided on liy referendum, or by 
convention action, the iilace for holding it 
can be changed by the l.E.C, 

"See. 3, The LE.t", has power to change the 
date on wliieli an L C, is to convene, but any 
eliange made shall not be for more than 90 
days before or after the original date fixed/' 

International Fre.sident Tracy and Secretary Milne 
advised the Executive Council that proper arrange- 
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ments could he miide in Miiimi* P^Lorida. The Council 
therefore, decided upon this city. The Couveution will 
open there October IG, H)50,

riaiiiis He Was Ignored 

Gaunt staled that his ''requests to President Tracy 
have not been an.swered and have been ignored/’ In 
a letter to Itic CounciPs Secretary, the Pre.sidcnt 
stated : 

Tills member appealed to me September 12, 
ItMti, within the thirty days required by the 
IBKW roiistiUition, and his appeal was 
acknmvledged by nii' on Septemiier 19, 1949. 

My registered letter of that date to him 
tpiottul Artieie XXVI 1, Section Hi of the 
Constitution which reads: 

'No nppcals from decisions of the LV^.Ph, 
or Irom the 1 . W, or from the 
shall be recogTii:^cd unless the party or 
partie.s appcjiling have complied with 
the decishm from which they have ap- 
prided/ 

”Tlic rcUirn [msloflice receipt, signed by 
Brotlirr Gaunt, sliow.s he received my regis- 
tered letter on Sc])Uniibcr 21, 1949. To date 
\ have heard no more from him. When he 
advi.se.s me that he has complied w'ilh the 
Vice President N deeishm 1 will then render 
iny decision on his appeal/’ 

Instead of atisweriiig the President. Oautit sent 
another jqipcnl to the Umuicil. 

We heUeve that sinee this memher long held ofliee 
in his Local Union he stmutd know the ConslliiiUou. 
And that tlic GouHlituiion— quoted to liiin more than 
once — <hK's not. f»errnit this (humci! to take any aetion 
on his appeals imlil he has follow'cd the regular pro- 
cedure. 


CASE OF FRED ULAVTOX 

Fred A. Clayton, memher of Local Union 40U, 
Asbttry Park, New Jersey, was tried by the Executive 
IhmnI (I’rial Board) of Local Union 52 of Newark 
(same I4tate) on charges of working in its jurisdiction 
as a foremim without receiving foreman wages. He 
was finiinl guilty and iiidefinitely liarred from again 
working in the Newark f.ocal Union’s jurisdiction. 

Clayton appealed to Vice President Liggett ivho 
assigned a liepresentativc to hold a hearing. After 
the hearing (July 21, 1949) Liggett sustained the 
Executive Board’s decision but reduced the penalty 
to tAvo years. 

(Maylon a|)peii!cd to President Tracy who sustained 
the previous decision saying: 

"There is nothing to show that our Constitu- 
tion was not followed or that yem were not 
given a fair trial and a fair hearing/’ 

(duittis Nol Suiqmrled 

In lus appeal to this Council, Clayton charges that 
the PrcMidcnUs decision was evidently based solely 
fin file Local Union’s side of the ease. 

A Htufly of the evidence fails to support Clayton’s 
(4 aims, lie was appomted foreman by Uic Business 
Manager, And even though he clainis not to remember 
this he performed the duties of a forenmn^ — at less 
than foreman’s wages. 

At tlie liearing held liy the International liepre* 
sen tat i VO, ('layton stated there were enough journey- 
inen on the joli To require a foreman am! he thus 
aflmittcd he mm aware of the Luteal Union working 
ruIcH, 

The ai>pciil is denied. 

CASE OF JI LIIS (;iu>ni 

Julius itrinim is a member of Local Union 494, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He wim initiated May 17, 1937, 
imitl his iHilhitioH fee and received ilie official Brother- 
IhmmI receipt* But the tnternational records show he 
was inilialed -faimary 10, 1940. Grimm did not learn 
of this until rueeiUty. He rci[ucsLs, Lherefure, LhuL 
tlio records be changed to show his original date of 
itdtialloiL 

Grimm V rcquvsl is based un pay men Ls he made 
prior to January 10, 1940, lie was issued unofHeial 
dues ri'coipl.H much the same lu appearance as the 
ofHeial B nit lier hood receipts. These tinoflleial receipts 
slate be was an "Associate ilembcr/* Such receipts 
were never authorized or approved by^ the Interna- 
tional Office, The Financial Secretary in 1937 testi' 
fie.s that his name was forged on such receipts by tlie 
former Office Jlauager. 

A 8.10 "‘,Ser>iet^ Ft e*’ 

Grimm claims that in May 1937 he and about 20 
Neon Tube Benders^ — who joined Local Union 494— 
were each charged a "service fee" of $50. 

There is notp ami never was, a "service charge^’ 
fiir any person Joining any Local Union of the IBKW, 
Therefore, < H-iimii and others were apparently taken 
a! I vantage of. 
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Because of the foregoing — and because Grimm sub- 
mitted the receipts to prove he lnul paid dues regu- 
larly since he was iiiitiated — tlie Executive Coinicil 
granted the request. 

CASE OF FOLK I^IEMIIERS 

B. C. Betts, Harley Doop, Hussdl Bmith and Edgar 
Sasges were memliers of Local Union 426, Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. Before transferring to another local 
they were charged with sacrificing the interests of 
Local 426 and with violating Article XXVI 1, Bee- 
tto!i 2, paragraphs (6), (8) and (15) of the JBEW 
Const! (lit ion. 

These members were tried by llic Exeeiitive Boanl 
(Trial Board) and found guilty. Beits and Sasges 
were suspended from the IBKW. Hmith and Dooji 
were fined $250.00 each. 

All four api>ealed jointly to Vice Fresidetit daeobs. 
A hearing waseonthifted by a Ile|in*scntative who look 
testimony, dacolis later studleil the ease and reduced 
the penalties of all to $50.00. Betts and Sasges were 
thereby restored to membership. 

Even thougli their penalties wore greatly rcituml 
by the Vice Fresiilent, the four nicmbci*s sigmal an 
appeal to Ibesideiit Tracy blasting Jacobs. And after 
the l^resideiit sustained Jacobs, the four ntembers 
continued their attacks on all but theiriselves. 

laiUHCfl Trouble on Job 

At a meeting of the Local Union the four membem 
were iiistnieted to stay off a certain job. Tlic liiisi- 
ness ^laiuigcr charged they luid caused Iran hie on 
the job, holding miantliorized meetings on the job and 
introducing one of thcin.selves as Mic ‘*new Business 
Manager.*' 

Betts, Sasges, Smith and Doop have shown a most 
uncooperative attitude. They have made vitriolic 
attacks upon those who did not agree with llienu 
Such attacks cannot s^vay this Uouncil from the evi- 
dence presented. 

We fimi MU iMstance of jirejiullce against these men. 
If Vice President Jacobs luui been prcjiuliceil he 
would not iiave restored two of them to memlmrship 
and mlucctl the penaltic.s of all four to $50 each. 

The record in this case — with the nicnibcrs* own 
statements — show they are guilty. Tlie aiqmat is 
denied. 

EASE OF HENHY AltETSKY 

Henry Arc^tsky — memher uf Local Uniun 2, New 
York t'^ity — was ](laccd on pension August L, 10-Ph 
Jleasks us to L^rant his pension payments retroactively 
to Xovember \iUH, 

When ,\rcisky jiJned the IBEW Ids signed applica- 
tion stated he was born Octolter 22, More than 


20 year.s later he claimed he was born several years 
earlier. We rejected his claim until he submined 
acceptable evidence several luonths later. 

When joining tlie B rot lie r hood, each member gives 
his birth date or age. This is accepted when lie applies 
for pemsion. But when he claims, years later, that he 
is older than he originally stated, tlien acceptable 
evidence must be provided. 

This Council has never granteil any pcn.sion pay- 
ments retroactively. Aretsky’s request, therefore, 
could not be granted. 

IMERNATIONAL SEUKETARY 

The lutcrnnlional Wee ret ary reported on the condi- 
tion of the funds since the regular audits were com- 
t)lcted. As of last November HO, 3,560 memliors were 
on pension.

We 
all stand accused al some time or other of passing the 
bin*k* of expeeting sonieliody else to do the job of 
cleaning U|> our town* improring our state, preserving 
demot-racy in tmr country, wliile we sii idly i>y and do 
absolutely nothing. 

Sure it"s tile President's job. Sure iFs the tiover- 
nor’s job and the Senators" and the Congressmen s 
and dolm Jones*. But it"s our job too — the job of 
every hist citizen of us. We have a duty to perl'oi'm 
in trying to make democracy work in tliis cnimtry 
ami keeping it tlie free decent jilacc it is to live in 
and have our families grow up in. 

The sign in the Ims siiid a few more things if»o— 
aliout how we eoiild go about our business of preserv- 
ing freedom in our nation, ft gave a few ruh*s to 
abide by.

Third* “Participate in school and civic affairs." To 


make our eoiniminity a ilccent jJacc in which to live, 
10 be .sure our ddldreii receive good eikications in 
safe, sanitary Imildings* we must share jmrt of the 
ri'sponsibtlity involved. This is another ease wlicre 
we cannot **liCt ttcongc <lo it." If it is to he done 
salisfactorily, we've got to do our tmrt too. 

Fourth — “Kest^eet the rights of otljci-s.” Tins is 
perhaps tlie most important point of alt, fur unle.s.s 
man respects the rights of other men, sooner or later 
hk rights will be violated and there can be no frc(»- 
dom for anybody* In respecting the riglils of others 
regardless of natlomtiity or color or creed* we preserve 
tlieir freedom and our own — it^s an unending chain, 
forged of justice and Brotherhood.

Thoughts tni ihv ll-lioinh 

As your Jourxal went, to |ires,s* oiict again the 
American people were sunmed by the force of an 
annoiineement by Presitlent Truman, when he said, 
*’I have directed the Atomic Fnergy Commission to 
eonliiiuc its Avork on all forms of atomic Aveapuns. 
including the so-calletl hydrogen or su]H'rbomb.“ 

Ho now the Fn ited Htates is to manufacture the 
H-Bomb, so much more dendly mul devastating than 
the dreaded A-Bomb Avliieh provetl its [»owcr at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. There has been a great ilcal of 
talk in Washington as in other parts of the country 
reganling the President s dwision — many pros and 
eons. Whim it Is «all lioiled down hoAAwer, it seems the 
majority opinion — that i.s, the vu^av of ("ongres*sional 
leaders in Washington and the reaction of the Ameri- 
can fieople at hirgt* — might he sunimarized thus. Tlie 
Soviet Fuion will certainly make the Il-Bomli if .she 
can. If Russia bad the Immb and we did not, and an 
ultimatuni came, we A\miild hove one of two choices— 
compltie surrender or dost rucl ion. Ho t.crrilile as the 
weapon is, there seems to he nu choice but to make it. 

There are tlmse who feel that day by dny we im* 
being draAvn nearer and nearei' to the ealaclysm of a 
third World War bringing the greatest dcsjructimi 
the earth has ever known. Tlie pi.sHimists feel we are 
demmed. Perhaps we are — Imt wc prefer to side willi 
the optimists, those who argue on the II-Bomb ipus- 
fion, that hoiTihle as it is, it is yet a means tenvard 
permanent peace, for in the hands of two potential 
enemies, neither Avould ilare to use it for fear of 
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retaliation by the olher party — ^anil the result — tle«- 
I ruction of ttatioii^^. It is fantastic, that any- 

tliiiii ' m terrihle as the IMhimb conhl have lui opti- 
mistic note — hitt tlierc it Ls — a hope to cling to.

< 'ommissioii, retircil from that position the other clay. 
Tlierc is |>rol>ahly no citixen of this country who 
knows tlie ins ami outs of atomic energy ami its 
effects hotter Ilian -Mi% Lilientlial.

nounced to 400 of his em|>toyes gathered to pay him 
honor that he did not helievi^ the world wa.s on the 
blink of atomic destmetion in war. In contrast to 
the many voices raised these days caUing to the 
fioiisebips, *'irs later than you think/' Mr. Lilieii- 
ilud siiid he i>refeiTed I fie nie.ssage, ‘*It's earlier than 
you think/" micl he explained that lie was referring 
tn '‘opportunity/' 

We think liiat Ihivid Lilicnliial mu.st have meant 
that we still hnvv^ an oppmUmity to build a new world 
IVmmled on demoerae'y and peace, 

Our firograrn of economic reconstruction in Kurope, 
our aid to the less fortunate nations of the woiici our 
developments and research on the use of atomic 
energy for industrial purposes, are all worthwhile 
efforts and certainly follow the lUght of the while 
dove with the little green branch in his bill. We may 
go down to dc.struelion under the devastating power 
of an U'Bonih. but until we do, let‘s keep the hope 
and work toward that goal of lasting peace in our 
time.

About Taxes 

'Hiis Marcfi issue seems a most appro[rriate time 
to bring up the question of President Truman's tax 
program* since come ,Mareh 14th or 14th* many a 
worthy Brother will lie found struggling over his 
income tax return. Two terrible w'ars and a severe 
depression have left our eountrj' with a terrihe debt 
a dcl»t that can be met in only one way — the taxe.s 
of the people. 

The I^resident has enacteti a tax program which 
will be foughl all along the line by big business and 
the moneyed interests, but which should be enacted 
into law because it wilt <iistribute the tax burden 
more fairly. It is only just and fair that those who 
have the most of the nation’s wcaltb should pay 
the mosl taxes. In addition* the President's tax pro- 
gjTiMi will help small and medium-si/.ed husmesses 
and may be instrii menial in breaking inoiiopolies 
which exist iu many of the major industries, 

l/nder tlic major proposals matie liy the Presulent, 
some excise taxes will be reduced* This is good 
because these taxes are really by nature, sales taxes, 
which type of tax always hits workers hardest, 
Ft^ltTal tax [lolicy towards profits made from oil 
and luitiiral gas will be revised.

Because of the 
jiece.ssity of properly heating tlie 
mercury vapor rcctificr.s before ap- 
plying plate voltage, this appears 
to Ijc very poor de.sign. It is pos- 
sible to close the plate supply 
switch without first heating the 
iilaments, with probably disastrous 
results to tlie 8(>(rs, Where, for 
reasons of economy, it is not j>os- 
sible to UTstall a “time delay relay'* 
in the plate circuit, to allow ])mper 
healing of filaments before apply* 
iug plate \’oltage, the two switches 
should be so wired tliat the filament 
switch must be closed lie fore clos- 
ing the 111 ate swdtch, and applying 
plate current.

< I nests arc received annually asking 
the Department to honor an event 
of national iinpartancc or of his- 
torical significaiiee, or to portray 
some famous person. 

8inee the likeness of Oorapers on 
tlic stamp which honors him is 
taken from a photograph, no special 
design prohkms had to he met. 
Usual!}-, one or more designers may 
he assigned to produce suggested 
designs for a stamp. This involves 
careful researcln As an example, 
ill the Hail road Stamp issued in 
11)44, ttie designer had to be eer- 
1a til tliat the locomotive was simi- 
lar to that in use during the 
f>criod which was portrayed, that 
the clothing on the people reflected 
accurately the style worn in 1869, 
ami that otlier details were in con- 
formity. 

Engraving the Stamp 

Wlien the approved model is ro- 
turned to the Bureau, it goes to 
an engravi^r whose first step is to 
[ilaco a strip of sheet gelatin over 
the small stamp model. With a 
steel deliing point, he scratches on 
to the gelatin all outlines of oh- 
jects and tones which appear on 
iJie model. A thin film of acid- 
resi sling wax is rolled over the 
gelatin, and the waxed side of the 
gelatin is placed on the die. By 
jmlibing the gelatin sheet with a 
Inirnisher, the wax is transferred 
1.0 the die; and in this operation 
tijc stamp outline is placed on tlie 
die in reverse. Acid is poured over 
tln^ die. This stains a faint design 
on the (lie in exact postage stamp

Making the Plates 

After the approved die proof i.s 
returned to the Bnrenii, 11 k‘ die is 
hardened and the wcn-k of making 
plates is begun. This is done on a 
Inmsfer press in the Sitierograpl^y 
seetimi. Kidcrognifdiy is tlie ail 
of repvodueing steel engravings. If 
tliis art Imd not hes^a disi'overed, 
the eost of printing stamps from 
engravings w'onid he prohihitive. 
ifaiHili Perkins diseovered this 
means of reprodneing steel engrav- 
ings hark in the 1700’s. Tim story 
Is told that he and the famous Iten 
Piankliiu printer ami later states- 
man I hit upon this idea heeaiise of 
(heir desire to have more time to 
go iishing.

It’s one 
we’tj rather push off into the 
background aiul not talk about — 
Ind that’s just the kind of feeling 
we’ve got to face fairly amt 
squarely and do soinething about. 
Too many persons have s|ioken of 
Caueer in whispers^ treated it as 
a hush-hush subject and with 
what result? La.st year more than 
200, 0(K) eitixens of lliese United 
States tiled of Cancer, 200,000 men 
and women and yes, children too^ 
were attacked by this most insidi- 
ous of all diseases — ^nmny stniek 
down in the prime of life. In the 
opinion of experts who work in 
the field of Cancer dai!j% at least 
07,000 of these persons and per- 
haps nuuiy more could have been 
saved had they been educated in 
recognition and treatment of Can* 
cer and laken it in time. 

Cancer kills more jieople than 
any other disease except heart 
trouble, yel no one liesitates to 
talk about heart troiihlc and what 
may be done to com hat it Why 
then slim I Id talk of Cancer be 
avoided? Why slundd it he spnk* 
eu of as if there is some stigma 
attached lo having it? Why? 


There is no cmieeivablo, sensible 
reason. Avoiding the issue surely 
will not cure — refusing to admit 
having it will not prolong lifc< 

What few people realize is, 
that of all the major causes of 
death wluch arc Iiere listed in 
the order in which they take their 
toll of life. Heart Disease, Cancer, 
Cerebral Hemorrhage, Nephritis, 
Pneunioiiia and Influenza, and 
TnhereiilosiH, Cancer i>s the most 
curable if Ircaled early. Hut and 
this is the tragic part, few early 
cancers get troatnient* People 
wait too long. 

Well now is the time to echicate 
the people of mir nation concern- 
ing this killer which strikes near- 
ly as many pemom caeli year as 
we lost during the entire period 
that we were eiuhroilcd in World 
War II. We must come out in the 
open and loll our people what this 
enemy is, how it can he recognized 
and how to fight it. 

First, what is Cancer I it is a 
(lisorderly growth of the cells of 
the body tissues, (■ancers start 
when a few abnormal cells begin 
to multiply rapidly and withmit 
restraint. Tlie cancer growth 
takes fond nemled by tlie normal 


cells, invades heal thy tissues and 
spreads to other ]>urts of the 
body. If not destroyed or re- 
moved it will eventually cause 
death. 

While weH^e heard more about 
cancer in recent years, its story 
is as old as reeonled history— that 
we know — and it probably is as 
old as life itself. 

The earliest known medical 
writings are those of an Egyptian 
scholar named Imhotep who lived 
atid wrote some dOOO years before 
Ciirist, Tic deserii^ed the disease, 
Cancer, way back those many cen- 
turies ago. The disease was named 
by tlje great physician Hippo- 
crates who studied it in the 5lh 
ceiilury B.C. He noted in a hronst 
nodule, slender strands radiating 
outward like a crab’s legs and 
called it by the Oreek word for 
crab— Carcinoma. Probably one of 
the first efforts tow^ard Cancer 
control was made in the second 
cetitiiry A. D. by a Homan physi- 
cian named Celsus who %vrote 
*M hily the beginnings of a cancer 
[>ermitM of a cure,” 

So as far back as the history 
of man this scourge has been with 
ns, but it is only in more recent 
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years that iJicre lias been hope of, 
and posilive proof of, permanent 
cutes. 

Now wfuit. are some of iHe farts 
that Jiave been positively proved 
about i^aneer? 

(1) Is Tanrer contagious? 

Cancer Is not conta»^ioiis or in- 
feet ions. A pei’son can no niore 
‘‘ealeir* eaiieer limn lie emild 
'‘eatcIC’ blonde Imir or bine eyes 
from imolber person. 

(2) Is C/nieer hereditary? 

Tliere are probably iiilieriled 

teiidcneies to form Cancer of liif- 
forent types. Since, however, I lie 
methoil of inlieritiiij^ Hueli IcinU 
eneicK in most eoniplex ami very 
Utile is known about it, the pres- 
ence of Caiieer in one or botli 
parents shoidrl lie merely a cause 
for greater alertness in looking 
for and recognizing suspicious 
conditions on the part of iiidivi* 
iluals. There is no need for u 
riitjdlsi.ie attitude. The fiicls cer- 
tainly do not justify it. 

(3) How does Cancer Kpreud 
throiigb tile body? 

This occurs in three wiiys. 
SometitiiCH Cancer cells grow 
tlirough ibe walls of bbuid vessels 
and are carried by the blood 
stream to other parts of the Imdy. 
Ofleii they enter the lyrnphiitie 
Hi ream in a similar irianner ami 
are carrieil to nearby lymtih 
glands.

write a coherent letter on labor legis- 
lation by following the functioning of 
the 81 ^t Congress is almost an im- 
possibility. Our ilemocnitic processes 
are fast bt'coming a farce, if they have 
not already done so. The seeming 
Jack of t*esponsibility to the Nation us 
a whole is bi*yotul belief. 

We have certain Itepublicans burst- 
ing out in print to tell m of all they, 
as a pally, have dime to further wel- 
fare legislation, particularly in cer- 
tain states, and then just as v<icjfer- 
ously condemn IV.-s idea I Truman's 
platform as leading to the "welfare 
.state.” The insinuation of course is 
that to favor legislaticm that preveiUs 
working people from being exploited 
ami classed aa just another com- 
modity^ is opening the door to com- 
muaiam. 

We alt know, or should know, that 
the American Medical Association is 
raising a fund of to fight 

against the proposed national health 
and hospitalization bill yet as far as 
is known have not sf>ent one cent to 
develop a workable substitute for the 
bill they condemn. So with ceilain 
legislators and politicians that almost 
go into a fi^nzy in their opposition, 
but as far as we can learn not one 
has proposed a workable substitute. 

They try to tell us that roasoimble 
medical sendee for our families and 
ourselves and a little se^curity from 
dire want in our old ago is sacrificing 
oui- freedom and subjecting ouradves 
to regimentation yet nur private in- 
surance companies are insuring people 
against such eventualitie.*? every day, 
if they can afford to pay the price, 
but that is good business. If you can't 
pay the price you are just “out of 
luck” unless your income Is so small 
that you can be classed as di^stitute 
in which case you cun get “free” 
treatment at some one elsc's expense. 
We want to pay our way and we can 
if we have an insurance company that 
will take us all in and whose premiums 
we can afford to pay. The only one 
that can and should sponsor such a 
company is I'ncle Bam and that is 
what he will do if the national health 
and hospitalization bill is passt'd. You 
will pay your premium as you now 
pay your Social Security lax. True 
you may never need much medical 
attention but it gives one a wonderful 
feeling to know one can get it if 
needed and Ibat meanwhile you are 
helping some other human being to 
get help that otherwise he could not 
get without paupiM'izing himself. 

.Another thing that sort of gets 
under the skin is the p met ice of some 
of our Cmigre.^smen ami Senators 
when they ofipose certain legislntimi. 
That is the practice t>f trying to at- 
tach a “rider” to a bill, ,As an ex- 
ample: when the bill to remove Fed- 


eral taxes from oleomargarine was 
before the Senate, a certain Senator 
who has a pratty good labor recoicl 
tried to “amend” the hill with a 
“civil rights” rider si* that those op* 
posed to any civil rights measures 
would vote against the bill and there- 
by aid the dairy interest i*f this cer- 
tain Senator's state to keep up the 
price of butter as well as of “mar- 
garine.” Fortunately for those of ns 
that use margarine, he failed in his 
elTort- 

Naturally we want our Congrass- 
men to look after our interests hut 
we do not think that national inter* 
tysts should be sacriUced for puraly 
loc.al or personal Interests.

Massachusetts went officially the 
line*’^ For the beoefit of the Brothers 
of this local who had no part m its 
construction and for members of other 
locals who are work hip: on ov have 
worked on power house projects 
throup^hout the country and would 
like to make comparisons^ I will give 
some compiled facts and fi guides n?' 
garding this 45,000 kilowatt (00,000 
horsepower) steuni-electric generating 
station. 

The actual construction woik began 
September 3, 1347 and required about 
1,000,000 man hours of labor on the 
site (not including factory workers 
who built the machinery) to complete. 
The building, including basement is 
140 ft. high, not including the 50 ft, 
smoke stack on the roof. The boiler 
is tl4 ft, high, geneintes 450,000 
pounds of steam per hour at 850 lbs, 
square inch pressure and 900 degi*ees 
F. temperature. Burns appro-vimately 
18,6 tons of coal per hour. The cost 
of the boiler plant and equipment was 
$ 2 , 657 , 67 !, 00 . 

Coal is canied by a conveyor from 
the storage ai^a in the rear of the 
station to a bin high in the station 
from which it is automatically weighed 
as it is fed into one of three 200 H.P. 
Pulverisers, each of which can grind 
llVii tons of coal per hour to a dust 
finer than face powder and blows it 
into the furnace where it burns aud 
heats the water in the boiler tubes, 
converting it into steam. 

The water for the boiler is pumped 


into it by one of two pumps, each 
pump is driven by 960 II motor and 
has a capacity of ],070 gallons per 
minute at 1,100 lbs, per sq, inch at 
3578 lt.P,M. 

The circulating water line to the 
main condenser carries 30,406 gallons 
of chlorinatc‘d wattu' per minute from 
the Connecticut Hiver to the Main 
Condenser for condensin^r turbine ex- 
haust steam. After passing through 
cemdenser this water I'eturtis to the 
river purer than when taken from it. 

The main condenser changes steam 
from the tuikine kick into water at 
the i‘ate of 640 gallons per minute 
which is then pumped back to the 
boiler. The condenser contains almost 
23 miles of diameter tubing. The 
condenser ami Its accessories cost 
$153,258. 

Steam enters the turbine at 900 
degit*es F. and leaves the turbine at 
31.7 degrees F. This turbine and gen- 
erator unit Is built with such watch- 
like precision that its approximately 
46 tons of moving parts revolve at a 
Bpeefi of 3600 K.P.M. with so little 
vibration, a coin can be bulauccd on 
edge of tlu* machine's casing. 

The generator is directly connected 
to the turbine and operates 60, (MH) 
kilowatts at unity power factor (ap- 
prox. tl7,00n ILIh). Generator voltage 
is 13399 volts. The turbine, genera- 
tor and their accessories cost $1,388,- 
675. 

Two 30U ILP. Hydraulic Coupled 
Foived Dmft Fans force 187,903 cubic 


feet of preheated air per ion of coal 
into the boiler to support combustion 
while two other 450 H.P., Hydraulic 
Coupled Induced Draft Fans pull the 
gases of combustion out of the boiler. 

A Cottrell Precipitator removes ap- 
proximately one ton of fly ash per 
hour from the stack gases which 
would othcinvise be discharged to the 
sun‘ounding atmosphere through the 
slack. It takes 2,769 kilowatts of power 
to run the various motors in the sta- 
tion itself,

Such an attitude is incompatible with 
a world so completely organized in 
all its component parts. To remain 
aloof is to remain alone and risk the 
loss of \vagfSp conditions of w’ork and 
Job security.

At Fort Worth, Texas

Time to go to press again and I am 
without much to refiort. 1 could surely 
use some assistance and 1 know there 
must be se^T^ral good Brothers in our 
local who have something that should 
be published, I just couldn't feel 
right to let the Worker go to press 
without a report fnnn Local Union 
116, so Brotlier, your thought, tip or 
information would be greatly appre- 
ciated by yours truly. 

As I have reportt‘d before, there 
still isn’t too much work in Fort 
Worth and at this writing several of 
our boys are unemployed. We expect 
some good jobs to l>reak in the near 
future, but these boys need something 
to do now instead of hanging around 
the ball week after week and 1 know 
that it is a very bad feeling to not 
be able to go home on Friday with a 
pay-check. Those regular bills come 
around quite often. 

We have been trying to work out 
some kind of a scliemc to gel back 
some of the cottage wiring and T wish 
I only knew what the outcome will be. 
Our officers and our local contractors 
have had several meetings in an at- 
tempt to find some mean,s to get this 
work and keep it. Personally 1 am not 
in favor of some of the propnsitions 
and I will never be in favor of any- 
thing that doesnT help insteail of 
hurt the majority of our membership, 
Kot so very long ago 1 heard several 
of our members say that they would 
not wire a cottage and they woubi 
leave town fir.st and that is chiefly the 
reason we donT have more of this 


work. Some of our contractors wonM 
take a cottage becau.*^e they nn* nfriiid 
they would lose a gof»d man if they 
asked liim to wire it. Now I think 
their attitude has begun lo change, for 
there are more cottages being built 
than bomber pbuits anil power houses.

trols the 100 h.p, motors in our mills, 
I don't think that any of us ^hoidd 
refuse to do what the boss asks us to 
do. as long as it is electrical work.

In Parts of Canada

CAN AHA Unemployment in Canada 
is on the increase and, although some 
of it is due to seasonal slow-downs, 
I he fuel remains Ibal there are more 
unemployed this year than there were 
Iasi year* That is not true insofar 
as I he construction industry is con- 
cerned in Toronto and, in particular, 
our own local union, as we do not 
have aa many on the out-of-work list 
iia we dir] this time last year. This 
is not to Ruggest that we could use 
more {‘teclncians here becauat^ we 
art' not in the happy position of ha%'^- 
ing rmmgh work for all our mem hers 
and mit-of-tmvn members coming t(» 
thi*4 city 31‘ekinK work could not he 
accommodated, 

nther indnstrit?a in the country 
have caught up on their production 
Work and the tiend now seems to be 
to reduce their staff, which means 
unomf>luymeiit. No matter how few 
arc out: of work, to the man unem- 
ployed wdlh poor prospects of starting 
soon, the depression is here. 

As long as the average man is 
working, he has security and does 
Milt worry too much about changing 
Ihe Government and installing one of 
the isms that are nourishing, or are 
trying to tiecome established, in other 
parts of the world. His thoughts 
may lean toward some particular ism 
or all isnifi in general because he is 
not content with his lot in eomparifion 
to other fteople, the iioss in pariicular, 
or because of his sympathy for others 
not so fortunate as himself* He is not 
BO l ecepUve to the idea of a new wuiy 
of life while gainfully employed, and 
dues not pay a great deal of attention 
to the belie%'ers of a Uiopia on earth 
to ho brought about by instituting 
some oilier form of government* Dur- 
ing: Uie de|>resBion years, communiam 
wua makhig great lieadway in Caiia- 
cla, mainly because there were so 
many unemployed people who had no 
pj'osfH'cts of work ami were dragging 
out a tireary and monotonous exist- 
ence with no hof>e of improvement.

Unemployment is increasing, and 
despite insistent prodding from the 
various trades’ organizations the (iov- 
ernment sits f»at, di.sturheci only mild- 
ly hy shrinking markets for Canadian 
goocis, niily umler pre.s.sui'e did the 
I.alKir Department release unemploy- 
tneni figures ri*cently. In the same 
vvivk one can read of oificials giving 
oji posing forecasts, the one pessimis-

But tteitcr- 
ally they airree that workers’ wages 
are too high. Thai is the reason, they 
say, for our present troubles. Immi- 
gmnta are Blili being brought in, in 
accordance with sr^me lufty policy of 
making t'anada a greater nation, but 
to the worker struggling to keep a 
decent stamiii rd of living in the face 
of ever- rising prices it smells of a 
direct attempt to glut the lakir mar- 
ket. Housing is still ciitical in most 
of Canada, but the Government is 
blithely trying to abandon rent con- 
titji No sense can be made of their 
conflicting policies, except that they 
yield to the powerful pressure gmups 
which lobby all year round to increase 
their beneflls, satisfied in the thought 
that if they prosper, the general pub- 
lic will event Liitlly derive a<ime good 
from the Ufavings. But, of course, we 
have tile Government we tleserve. Most 
workers coniine their activities to a 
vote every three or four years, or a 
Imlatccl attendance at a union meeting 
when personal interest drives them 
there. The answer is political aetiv* 
ity, all along the line; apply pressure 
on your union oflidals. When they 
feel the men are behind them solidly 
they will pmn the pressure on to 
whore U will do most good. Take an 
intelligent sUinti on everything that 
will afTect your mtHle of living* 

Brother George ratterson attended 
our January meeting in his new ca- 
pacity as general diatrman and gave 
us a favorable picture of the future, 
with Hioselijsation furnishing more 
employment for our trade. He left us 
with a proposition for evening study 
classes to keep up to date on new 
equipment.

Speaking of T.V.A*, this is a part 
of what has happened in the past 15 
years out of an organhation that has 
meant so much to organizetl labor, 
and in their effoits to harness the 
rivers of Tennessee with tfl or more 
dams built by the T,V*A. Between 
1935 and 1940 employes, through un- 
ion organizations, negotiated with 
management in the establishment of 
wages and working conditions* By 
1940, 15 trades and labor unions of 
the A, F* of L. had signed an agree ^ 
ment with the T.V*A* on la^half of 
skilled and semi-ski 1 led employes and 
most all of the building trades were 
almost 1 00 percent organized* And this 
agreement is still signed anrl in effect* 
The expansion of the T,V*A. means 
higher farm production, greater in- 
dustrial production, and a much in- 
ci‘eased emplojmient* This also means 
a higher standard of living, and too, 
light will he brought to families that 
heretofore have known only the dim 
light of kerosene lamps, All of those 
electrical appliances, irons, ranges, re- 
frigerators, and such that most city 
folks have always taken for gmnteii, 
were only a dream to the hard-work- 
ing farm folk, until T,V*A, [lower be- 
came available* 

Still confronting the distributors of 
T.V.A, |mwer is a big job* This is 
the elcrctrification of the rural areas. 
In 1935 when TA\A. jKiwer became 
available, only a few farms wcie elec- 
trified* At the end of 1948, more than 
half of these farms had been con- 
nected* 

Here we have a part of an all-over 
picture of what the T*\’*A* means to 
Tennessee and adjoining slates, and 
of %vhat it means to employe*^ and 
farmer alike. With all of this, it only 
seems that the T.V.A. has barely 


scratched the surface, for the possi- 
bilities of the Cumberland River pres- 
ents vast resources yet undeveloped, 
represents one of the greatest pros- 
pects for prosperity the people of 
Tennesset^ have ever known. But the 
TALA* will be growing and growing. 
As an example, the T*V*A. now* has 
the ne^v Jobnsonville Steam Plant, a 
imw'er house at Center Hill Dam and 
others under construction, also Wolf 
Creek Dam, all of which will be gen- 
erating power one day soon. And 
come some sunshine, prospects for 
work should gel better. Don’t you 
think?

This is conclusive proof that the 
benefits of union membership and eol* 
lective bargaining is the overwhelm- 
ing choice where education and sales- 
mnnship are applied with an under- 
Hianding of the problems and Aims of 
the working man. (And iFs unlawful 
for us to have a cloKed or union shop 
in this state.) 

International Re )i rest* nta live An- 
drew Hill organized this local two 
yours ngo and since worked with our 
negotiation committee and has been 
largely responsible for the favorable 
contract we ha%^c with Hudson Pulp 
and Taper Corporation. f>ur wage 
schedules are comparable with other 
mills and in addition ive have six paid 
holidays of eight hours to each em- 
ploye. No work other than for the pro- 
tection of life and proiwrty shall Ik» 
performed on four of these, .Any em- 
ploye w'orking on any^ of these holidays 
shall he paid time and one- half for the 
hours worked in addition to the eight 
hours holiday pay. 

While we are planning to make our 
anniversary dinner an annual alTair 
we hope that we can get an article in 
the Journal oftener now that we have 
broken the ice.
